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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 138-274 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

Species 1: figures 3, 6 [claims 156-167 and 168-179] drawn to controlling the 
vehicle based on braking pressure and torque.

Species 6: figure 32 [claims 242-248 and 249-250] drawn to releasing a transition 
of longitudinal movement of the motor vehicle. 

Species 7: figure 38 [claims 251-254 and 255-258] drawn to a nominal tracking 
acceleration.
